No longer is a pretty face or the right 
connection enough to land you a 
plum modelling assignment. With 
things getting professional all 
around, it is essential to have all the 
right qualifications to make it,and 
more so, when you want to make it 
to the top. 

Large fashion houses like Dior, 
Channel, Calvin Klein have their in- 
house modelling schools. This was 
lacking in Bombay, for that matter 
in India. When Pierre Cardin and 
YSL wanted to enter the Indian mar- 
ket, they were at a loss for Indian 
models who could carry their 
clothes. There was chaos when the 
hunt was launched. Just any and ev- 
erybody thought they could fit into 
the scene. 

Today, India has an answer, 
thanks to Lubna Adam. She has 
been quite a ‘ramp girl’ herself, for 
the last decade. Not overexposed 
on TV commercials but definitely 
one who featured prominently in 
talked about fashion shows. At 
around 26 now, she has envisioned 
that her days of catwalking are 
numbered. Besides, unlike abroad, 
models start young andend young 
here in India. Catwalking is the love 
of her life. Seeing the scarcity 
of professional guidance avail- 
able to aspiring youngsters, she hit 
upon the idea. 

Catwalk is a career guidance 
centre as far as modelling is con- 


cerned. It teaches you to woo 
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your audience, synchronise with the 
music, show the right angles and 
hold your body as a live manne- 
quin. You learn to discipline your- 
self and fit into casuals, ethnic, 
western, formals. To top it all, you 
can also present yourself to an 
agency with your portfolio. 
Catwalk is for females and 
males . lf you possess 9. minimum 
height of 5'6” as a female and 
5'11” as a male, have fairly good 
features and skin and lots of de- 
dication and hardwork, then you 
qualify to audition for this course. 
Whether you qualify or not, de- 
pends totally on Lubna who would 
not hesitate in letting you know right 
there and then that you would be 
wasting your time and hers too. It’s 
certainly not a place to pass your 
time, when at a loose end. 
Fourteen sessions, twice a week, 
two hours each are included in the 
course. She charges Rs. 3000 which 
puts off time wasters. The team 
consists of Ani! Sharma, a profes- 
sional from Paris, as cameraman; 
Arpana Sharma, a model herself 
who assists Lubna in coaching; La 
Celle Simons, who teaches the guys 
to pose; Pandari Jukar, for make up 
and Nimesh as_ production in 
charge. For the sessions, the stu- 
dents practice in their own clothes. 
Lubna gets them to pose in all the 
types, from casual wear which in- 
cludes jeans, to ethnic wear includ- 
ing sarees, salwar kameez’s, kurta 


pajamas, afchkans, jackets, to west- 
ern formals including suits, morning 
wear, evening wear. During the ses- 
sions, video shootings are carried 
out and this video cassette later 
serves as their portfolio and car- 
ries a certificate also. At an extra 
cost, a special portfolio can be 
made. The idea of having it on 
video, is __ that the students can see 
and correct themselves. At the end 
of the course, a mock show is orga- 
nised where everyone from the in- 
dustry is invited to view the perform- 
ance of the students. This she feels 
will benefit both the students gnd 
the viewers. 


The idea of Catwalk was initiated 

by Lubna some time back and she 
was supposed to have two of her 
colleagues involved with her, but 
they dropped off and she decided 
to go in on her own steam. No busi- 
ness houses are involved as she 
wants to be the boss. Future plans 
include setting up branches at Delhi 
and maybe later going interna- 
tional. 
“Mehr, Marie Lou, Sharon, Svetla- 
na, Noinika, Suzanne are a few 
names on the modelling scene 
now.” So there’s enough scope for 
those who really want to Catwalk 
on the ramp. 

‘Come across as natural is the 
art you have to train for , according 
to Lubna. “Convince yourself you 
are the best,” that’s her formula 
and advice to aspiring models.’

his is the story of Nayna, 
aged 25 who was an addict 
once. Unfavourable circumst- 
ances, primarily emotional in- 
security gave vent to the negative 
feelings she harboured. Caught in a 
loveless world, rebellion and hatred 
became her armour against it. At this 
insecure stage, she was introduced 
to alcohol which gave shape to a be- 
ginning that never should have been. 
From alcohol she graduated under 
the influence of friends to ‘Hash’ 
which stimulated her mind enough to 
drown any loneliness or sorrow she 
felt. She then hooked onto Speed’ 
which kept her going for 10 years 
under a false sense of security. Then 
she met a man and fell in love. Her 
dreams now became more substan- 
tial and the security of a family life 
seemed a reality. 2 years later her 
world crashed around her when she 
realised he was already married. This 
betrayal of her true instincts sought 
her to take suicidal steps as an 
alternative. Her suicide attempts mis- 
fired and she sunk into deep depress- 
ion. The stage was set for her final 
act —Heroin. This drug changed her 
totally. She became emotionally 
bankrupt, a cold abrupt person, a per- 
son whom people could not relate to. 
she was dying a slow death but deep 
down her instincts for survival were 
crying out loud for help.

Today all 
she has to Say is, “] had a disease for 
which | was not responsible, but I’m 
responsible for my recovery.” 

Aslam is a 12 year old boy who 
was considered scum. He comes 
from the slums of Dharavi, an orphan 
who hung around shanties which 
were a cover for a deadly trade, drug 
peddling. The boy picked the wicked 
ways and was soon hooked onto 
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Heroin

CAUSES: 
Contrary to popular belief, the main 


Strata of society afflicted by this 
addiction problem is the middle and 
the lower middle class. Eldred Tellis, 
Executive director of Seva Dhanout- 
lines the main causes that lead to 
addiction as: 
1) Insecurity which could stem from 
factors like absence of a father figure 
due to the parent being away on a job 
or due to death or being an alco- 
holic. This leads to insecure feelings 
since the child has no model to 
emulate. 
2) Peer pressure which dictates a 
need to belong, a need to be 
accepted. 
3) Curiosity to experiment with the 
unknown. 
4) Lack of parental attention or in 
other cases as it may occur, overpro- 
tection. In either case, the root cause 
lies in blocked communication chan- 
nels between parent and child. 
Acceptance that your child has a 
disease is the right approach in solv- 
ing the problem. Eldred believes that 
families turn a blind eye to reality, 
thinking the problem will sort out by 
itself. But when the seriousness of 
the situation can no longer be 
ignored, its only then that many fami- 
lies seek professional help. He points 
out that society and its consequences 
play an important role in the family's 
decision. And when they finally seek 
help, by that time, the relationship be-

gar. I don’t remember 

much about our stay 

there as [ was little more 
than a toddler, but I remember the 4

he Gulf is sitting on a pow- 
der keg, and now after over 
a 100 days since Iraq's 
takeover of Kuwait — the 


billion dollar question remains 
...Will there be War! 2 
There are numerous related 


questions such as, “If there is war 
how long will it last?”, “How many 
casualties will it entail?”, “Who 
would be the ultimate victor?” and 
“What would the consequence of 
war be?”. To attempt an answer to 
all these one would need to go over 
the events of the last few months as 
also the recent aggressive over- 
tones of the Americans all of which 
point to a rather bleak situation. 
While President Bush plans his 
visit to Saudi Arabia to spend 
‘Thanksgiving’ with the U.S troops 
stationed there, the rest of the world 
looks on apprehensively at the in- 
creasingly incendiary scenario. The 
U.S. Secretary of State,James Baker 
has already been jetting around 


World capitals to draw up support 
to Bush’s decision to send another 
100,000 troops into Arabia. And 
Britain has become the only other 
country to publicly announce it’s 
wholehearted backing to the option 
to liberate Kuwait through force, 
even before the U.N. resolution. 
Saddam on the other hand has 
been shrewdly offering to negotiate 
terms of a withdrawal. That apart 
he has been courting ‘Iran’ to build 
up forces of Islamic fundamental- 
ism, and has also been striving to 
wedge divisions among Western 
powers opposed to the Annexation 
and among the Arab nations as 
well. At the same time the state of 
preparedness of Iraq’s Million- 
strong army has not diminished and 
reports from lraq indicate that the 
Sanctions are beginning to hurt, but 
very slowly thanks to Saddam’s 
huge Cash reserves (including that 
plundered out ‘of Kuwait), all of 
which have helped reducing the ex- 
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tent of debilitation of the Iraqi 
trade and economy. 

Already Saddam's peace over- 
tures and Israel’s skirmishes with 
Palestinians have brought forth 
reactions from moderate Arabs, 
who increasingly now favour the 
slow road of waiting for the sanc- 
tions to take effect. To the chagrin 
of the U.S. quite a few high-ranking 
Saudis also endorse _ this view. 


Opinion in the U.S is sharply di- 
vided on the issue of whether Presi- 
dent Bush should have America go 
to War or not. Recent opinion polls 
indicate that most Americans favour 
a negotiated settlement. And in fact 
only about 51% Americans agree 
with Bush's hawkish handling of the 
issue. This is down from an over 


80% acceptance of Bush’s policies 
|ust two months ago. To top it, com- 
es news of a recent study made by 
U.S. strategists who estimate that 
the effort to invade, overpower and 


finally eliminate lraq’s military 
threat, could take up about a Mil- 
lion American troops! 

Clearly the post-cold war world 
is just not ready for a battle of this 
magnitude. Which is why almost 
everyone else from the Russians to 
the French to the Egyptians are put- 
ting their entire effort into making 
the U.S. see reason. Not that the 
Americans do not. realise the im- 
plications of War themselves but 
what is even more apparent to them 
is the future scenario that could re- 
sult if no war were to take place. 

With Iraq still holding on to a 
Million Strong Army plus the ability 
to make and use Chemical and 
Nuclear warheads, the threat would 
continue to remain. Mobilizing U.S. 
troops into the Gulf and securing 
U.N. approval the next time round 
could prove difficult. 

And the continued presence of 
the U.S. troops following a peaceful 
lraqi withdrawal out of Kuwait, 
would not be possible. This because 
of the strong anti-lmperialist senti- 
ment prevailing in the Gulf, which 
would sooner or later require 
troops stationed there to go home. 

This is the dilemma that faces the 
U.S., prompting infact the U.S. Pres- 
ident to himself visit the Saudis to be 
able to convince them of the need 
for War. 

While the Americans and the 
large foreign force stationed in 
Saudi would definitely like to return 
home by Christmas, this seems in- 
creasingly unlikely now. Also given 
Desert Warfare Conditions the most 
probable time for War would be 
between now- and_ February/ 
March ‘91 after which time the hot 
Desert summer would once again 
make combat difficult. 

For the rest of the world, fuel 
shortages have already begun to 
manifest themselves and with them 
the attendant slowing down of pro- 
duction and_ transportation of 
goods. Of course an early War will 
only further worsen individual eco- 
nomies. Those countries that have 
decided to join the U.S. against 
lraq, particularly Muslim countries 
such as Pakistan, Egypt and Syria 
will have to brace themselves for 
some civil strife as well. 


Given America’s firepower and 
the fact that a good many Western 
nations are solidly behind them with 
both men and material, a final vic- 


tory for the Americans is almost cer- 
tain, but given the tough desert ter- 
rain this War could last longer than 
any of the recent skirmishes and 
possibly even as long as the Viet- 
nam War. And if Saddam chooses 
to unleash his Chemical Weapons 
or attempts to draw the Israelis into 
the fight, the consequences could be 
far bloodier and also the casualties 
on either side far worse than any 
War in the recent history of man- 
kind. 

The swift change in leadership in 
the U.K. has also served to add a 
new dimension to the problem. Can 
President Bush count on John Major 
to back him as vociferously as Mag- 
gie Thatcher did? Will the European 
viewpoint be influenced by Gor- 
bachev’s advocacy of restraint, 
given his newly enhanced status af- 
ter the Nobel Peace Prize? Present 
day events seem to indicate that 
most of Western Europe will go with 
Bush, in agreeing to endorse a new 
U.N. Security Council backed Janu- 
ary deadline. But even here there is 
already dissent among the five 
permanent Council members with 
China refusing to back such a dead- 
line and Russia once again advo- 
cating caution. 

The insistence on a January | 
deadline, clearly indicate that Bush 
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is in no mood to wait. In a World 
that is much less predictable than it 
used to be, he wants to possibly util- 
ize the present International good- 
will to bring about as swift a solu- 
tion as, possible. The Americans 
know that in the Arab World, polli- 
cies are like shifting sands. Any un- 
toward development caused by 
Israel could skew all existing equa- 
tions with the Arabs. Perhaps 
that is why the U.S. propaganda 
machine is busy exaggerating the 
possibilities of Iraq being close to 
developing a Nuclear weapon ina 
few months. Because to the Amer- 
ican mind conditioned by movies 
like' The Day After’ a Nuclear 
Bomb is Anathema. Thus helping to 
build public opinion in favour of an 
early attack. 

Clearly given the way the winds 
are recently blowing the verdict is 
that ‘there will be War’. And with the 
fact that a majority of the World's 
proven oil resources are from this 
region, this War could very easily 
turn into a World War Ill — or a 
War that could bring the entire 
World to its knees. 


President Bush must be made to 
take a look at all his available op- 
tions and their worst case consequ- 
ences before the World gives him 
the permission to pull the trigger. ®
